A Formal Phrase, 
Canadians often ask why the pro- 
clamations icsued at Ottawa in the 
King’s name describe the Governor- 
General ‘as “‘our ‘right ‘trusty and 
right entirely befoved cousin and 
counsellor,” when the Governor-Gen- 
eral is not a relative of the King. 
The word “‘cousin’* here does not 
mean # blood relaticn; it is a term 
used since the sixteenth century by’ 
sovereigns as an honorific style in 
addressing persons of exalted but not 
equal sovereign rank. In England 
this style of address runs back to 
the time of Henry IV (1399-1413). 
Blackstone says that this King— 
elther by his wife, his mother, or h 
sister—was actually related or allied 
to every earl in England, and, being 
&@ usurper, never .ceased reminding 
his peers of their relationship’ with 
the crown in his own person. The 
custom remains, though the reason 
for it has disappeared.

Oats, buckwheat, barley, wheat, rape, 
maize and millet, : 
The water that the plants take 
from the soil exists in the form’ of. 
thin films around the soll grains, If 
the soil be well drained and other- 
wise in good physical condition, 
these films will occupy about ono 
halt of the air space of the soil, the, 
other half being available for air, 
which isverynecessary forthe growth 
.Of the roots. The water in the form 
of Olms has the power to rise up 
through the soil grains in\a manner 
similar to that of the rise of oil in 
& lampwick or water through a lump 
of sugar. This rise takes place more 
quickly and extends higher if the soil 
grains be fairly fine and in a mellow 
and friable condition, or in other 
words, be in good tilth. Water in ex- 
ceas of this film water should be 
drained from the soll, otherwise the 
soll remains cold and the alr is cx- 
cluded from the roots. 
roots, 
Conserving the soll moisture con- 
sists of getting as much as possible 
1 0f the rains and the meltage of the 
ace. down into the lower depths of 
the soil, and in the second place, pre- 
‘venting the water that rises to the 
surface during the period of growth 
from evaporating. Tho first can be 
secured by fall. ploughing and in 
other waya making the soll surface 
as open and receptive as possible for 
the easy entrance of the water and 
the evaporation can be prevented to 
@ large degree by keeping the sur- 
face, after the crops are sown or 
planted, well mulched, The soil 
mulch, one to three inches deep, is 
found to be very effective in keeping 
the film water from reaching the sur- 
face and there evaporating under the 
sun and wind, The surface of the 
eoll, and this applies chiefly to heavy 
solls, should not be allowed to be- 
come crusted, as a crust on the top 
cracks open and allows the water 
to escape. The best illustrations of 
mulching and its good effects are 
found in overy well-tilled garden, 
but to a large degree the practice is 
Dracticable on the farms by a judi- 
clous use of the harrow and roller.

Madson, of Sacremento, - Cal... was 
shot and killed by German soldiers 
in the neutral zone about a mile from 
the boundary of the Coblenz bridge- 
head. 4s 39 

Madsen and Pte. Balsinger of the 
Sth Infantry, who had been on out- 
post duty, wero deer-hunting when 
they encountered: a German patrol of 
thirteen soldiers. According to Bal- 
singer, the Germans began firing with- 
out asking an explanation as to why 
the two Americans wero in: the neu- 
tral rohe. Balsinger told tho Amerl- 
can authorities that whon he and Mad- 
sen encountered tho Germans ho was 
soveral yards ahead of Madson. 

Balsinger sald he dropped his rifle 
48 soon as he saw the Germans, who 
& second afterwards began ‘to shoot 
at Madsen. Tho Germans contend 
that Madsen fired-at them. Balsinger 
declared. that the Germans fired first, 
Balsinger was taken prisoner by the 
Germans and Jater turned over to the 
American Provost Marshal and 
brought to Cobienz. 3

According to the story told by Mrs. 
Julia Smith, of 6 St. Andrew’s Street, 
the three men entered her house about 
7 o'clock last night and asked if she 
had any rooms to let, All the men 
were in an intoxicated condition. She 
answered their questions in the affirm: 
ative, and led the way upstaira, The 
men examined the rooms, expressed 
themselves as satisfied with, them, 
thet descended to the dining-room. 
Mre. Smith stayed for a fow minutes 
upstairs. Reaching the dining-room 
she caught the three men with glasacs 
and a bottle of whiskey on the dining. 
room table as though about to take a 
drink. * 


Stabbed to the Heart.

How To Avoid 
yes Spanish Fln 


»Althongh Dr, Boncher>"Montreal 
Medical Officer of Health assures the 
people that there is no evidence of 
serious danger regarding the Spanish 
influenza in the city, the Montreal 
Department of Health’ issued the fol- 
lowing information regarding the pre- 
cautions to be taken against influenza, 

Influenza is a contagious disease 
which is transmitted from one Person 
to another by the secretions of respir- 
atory tract. Infection by the atmos- 
phere is not to be feared, but projected 
bubbles of saliva and dusts may carry 
it. 

Persong who are slightly sick as well 
as those who are seriously ill may 
transmit the disease; it is therefore 
necessary to prevent them’from com: 
ing in contact with others without ne: 
censity, : 

Persons apparently — in good health 
may infect others; it is therefore ne 
cessary to prevent as much as possible 
dissemination of infecting matter by 
spitting, coughing and sneezing. 

Avoid spitting on floors or encezing 
or coughing towards others without 
covering the nose or mouth, 

Avoid using common towels, drink- 
ing cups or other utensils, : 

Public offices should Provide cus- 
pidora placed in  conspicioua placee 
filled with Javel water every morning 
and empied every evening, then clean

again for the following day. 

Houses and public offices should be 
kept dry and warm to a tomperature 
of 60 degrees while in uso, 

Floors should be kept always clean- 
ed; in public - offices they should be 
cleancd every day with a solution of 
1 to 3 per cent. of ereolin. 

All public offices should be thorough. 
ly aired at night and early in tho morn 
ing before. business hours. 

Persons employed in public buildings 
who feel sick or who present aymptoms 
of cold should get’ from their employ.

the above mentioned precautions in 
order to avoid infecting their neigh.

Avold all kinds of abuses, especially 
of tobacco, which, through tho irrita- 
tion ‘of the mucous membrane, open a 
door to infection. :
